10,000 LEFT HOMELESS 


Dynamite Used to Check Fire 
After Firemen from Many 
Towns Fail. 


Salem, Mass., June 25.—[Special.]—Nearly 
half of Salem was destroyed by fire today 
and tonight, with a loss estimated at $20,- 
000,000. 

One thousand bulldings, including many of 
the largest factories and le of rési- 
dences, were burned. 

Ten thousand of the eity’s 45,000 inhabi- 
tants are homeless. They with several hun- 
dred patients carried from the Salem and 
other hospitals are being cared for in public 
buildings which escaped destruction. 

At 11 o’clock tonight the main biaze had 
been checked by the use of dynamite and the 
combined efforts of the fire departments from 
nearly a score of surrounding cities, but there 
Still was a blase burning on Derby street not 


far from the Peabody museum, but it was 


thought that the build'ng and its valuable 
collection of curios would be saved. 


Menaces “Seven Gables.” 


This fire threatens ‘‘the house of the 
seven gables,” made famous by Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, and desperate efforts were being 
made to save it. Late tonight the old cus- 
tom house, whete the novelist did much of 
his literary work, Essex institute and all 
others of the many historic relics were re- 
ported safe. 

No fatalities had been reported late to- 
night, but in the confusion it was impossible 
to determine the casualties. Fifty persons 
are known to have been injured. 

Five companies of local militia were or- 
dered out to police the city, help the home- 
lese, and prevent looting. They were sup- 
plemented by two companies of militia from 
outside cities, and one company of naval 
cadets from Lynn. 


Five Separate Fires. 

The conflagration consisted of five separate 
fires. The first swept through the shoe and 
leather manufacturing district on the west 
side, ruining every building ina curving path 
two miles long and more than a half mile 
wide. 

Embers carried by a strong northwest wind 
started fires in the fashionable residential 
district adjacent to Lafayette street and a 
manufacturing and tenement house district 
on the peninsula bounded by Palmers Cove, 
South river, and the water front. 

The fourth fire started in the plant of the 
Salem Oil company in Mason street north- 
west of the Essex county courthouse. A ter- 
rific explosion occurred when the oil tanks 
blew up and showers of sparks fell on a 
large section of the town. This fire destroyed 
the oil company’s plant and thirteen houses, 
Later came the blaze along Derby street. 


Origin in Explosion. 


The first blaze was started by an unex- 
plained explosion in the factory of the Korn 
Leather company at Proctor and Boston 
streets, Seventy-five hands were at work 
in the factory. All escaped, although many 
were obliged to jump from second and third 
story windows. One of these, Charies Lee, 
had both legs broken in a thirty foot leap. 

The blaze rapidly spread to other factories 
in the district surrounding the foot of Gal- 


| lows hill, where supposed witches were exe- 


cuted 200 years ago. 

In this district are Proctor, Pope, Broad, 
Hawthorne, Winthrop, Mount Vernon, Endi- 
cott, and Peabody streets, in which prac- 
tically all the structures were destroyed. 


Attacks Residence District, 


In the meantime falling embers started 


the fire in South Salem and the residential 
part of this city. 
For several hours the fire in this district 
was confined to a small oval, but as evening 
approached the @ames spread in all direc- 
tions, destroying hundreds of residences, in- 
cluding many handsome homes and the most 
fashionable thoroughfares in Salem. 
The flames destroyed handsome homes al- 
most the entire length of Lafayette street.

. C. Kimball. a brick manufacturer, yes- 
terday said $18,000 had been paid to settle 
the recent strike of brickmakers in Chicago 
and Cook county. 

Who got the money and why was lt paid? 

Mr. Kimball refused to answer the ques- 
tion. He said that the strike followed soon 
after a demand for $30,000 was made on 
members of the Cook County Brick Manufac- 
turers’ association. Then followed a three 
months’ strike which cost the building con- 
tractors and workmen more than $1,000,000. 

The strike came to an abrupt halt after 
the members of the union had voted by a 
large majority to continue it. 


Schlake Denies Report. 

William Schlake, president of the Cook 
County Brick Manufacturers’ association, 
denied that any demand had been made on 
him or that he had paid any money. 

The charges of Mr. Kimball served to cor- 
roborate to some extent the statements of 
State Representative John J. (Boss) Mo- 
Laughlin that money had been extorted from 
him by business agents cf the teamsters“ 
union. McLaughlin charged the murder of 
George Hammond, a business agent, by Pat- 
rick Dignan, a contractor, to Hammond's 
alleged attempts to extort from from Dignan. 


Dignan Caught; Won’t Talk, : 
Policemen from the Fillmore street sta- 
tion arrested Dignan late yesterday as he 
was emerging from the office of Attorney 
T. J, Dawson at 155 North Ciark street. He 
was taken to the detective bureau and 
locked up for an hour. Later he was re- 
moved to the Fillmore street station. 

Dignan refused to make a statement, say- 
ing that his attorney had told him not to 
talk. He admitted, however, that he shot 
Hammond. 

Following close on McLaughlin’s charges 
came the report of the activity of the team- 
asters’ union in the recent strike at Charies 
Weeghman’s Federal league ball park. The 
teamsters stopped work and threatened to 
delay the completion of the park for the 
opening of the season. It is reported that 
Weeghman paid a large sum of money— 
probably $10,000—to the union business 
agents to get the strike called off so he 
might complete the park. 


McLaughlin Tells Wilkerson. 
During the day McLaughlin went to Dis- 
trict Attorney Wilkerson’s office and told 
how money had been extorted from him by 
Mike Norris and John Haley. He took with 
him checks which he said had been cashed by 


these men. 


District Attorney Wilkerson assigned the 
case to Albert L. Hopkins, an assistant, 
who will investigate the charges. 

“Assuming that the statements of Me- 
Laughlin are true,“ District Attorney Wil- 
kerson said, ‘‘it appears to me that the 
unions have violated: the Sherman law. Ac- 
cording to McLaughlin’s statements, his ship- 
ments of sand from Janesville, Wis., and Be- 
loit, Wis., have been blacklisted and the 
unions have refused to deliver the material 
after it arrived in Chicago, 

“That makes a case of the same type as 
the Danbury hatters case and several others 
and makes a case for a federal grand jury. 
When the evidence is in shape it will be laid 
before a grand jury.“ 


Gets Death Threats. 

McLaughlin anriounced that two threats 
had been made against his life during the 
day. One was made by telephone, he said, 
and the other came to him through @ friend. 

I'm not going to call the police,“ he said. 
“I’m going to see that those fellows are 
put away.“ 

McLaughlin asserted that numerous other 
contractors would back him up and show 
where they had paid money to business 
agents of the teamsters’ and other unions, 
but several of the firms which he named de- 
nied that they had paid tribute to the union 
representatives. 

The Chicago Fire Brick company had been 
singled out for numerous demands, but had 
paid no actual cash to the union men. 

„% We have taken care of their demands in 
a business way,” President Gilbert said, 
„ but we have not paid them in money. For 
instance, we arranged opportunities for 
them in business so they might profit by the 
arrangements and in that way we kept them 
from causing us any trouble. 

“Other material men have told me that 
unions, but I don’t know whether they will 
gay anything about it or not.”

STINE CONVICTED: 
GETS PRISON TERM 


Jury Decides Fugitive. United 
Police Head Must Serve 
Time at Jollet. 


TO FIGHT FOR LIBERTY 


; 

Unless he its granted a new trial on July 4 
William F. Stine, former head of the defunct 
United Police, will enter Joliet penitent&ary 
to serve from five to ten years. He was 
found guilty on charges of conspiracy and 
embezzlement yesterday by a jury in Judge 
McDonaki’s court. The jury was out only 
an hour. 

Stine was committed to the county jail last 
night and will remain there pending further 
disposition of his case. 

Sentence Five to Ten Years. 

On the conspimey charge his imprison- 
ment was fixed at five years. The jury was 
given discretion under the law to impose this 
sentence or a maximum fine of 52,000, or 
both. The sentence om the embezzlement 
charge, which involves the specific sum of 
$480, was fixed at from one to ten years. 
Stine may serve the sentences concurrently 
under the law. 

The verdict ended the lengthy investigu- 
tion of the $66,000 slush fund to which mem- 
bers ot the police force in 1910 contributed 
for the purpose, it is said, of bribing alder- 
men to vote for an increase in pay for pa- 
trolmen. 

Stine Takes Flight, 

The measure was killed in the city coun- 
cil and Stine fied to Michigan. It is said he 
took $30,000 of the fund with him. His con- 
viction was made possible by the testimony 
of twenty-three policemen who were 
swindled by contributing to the fund. 

When the verdict was read Stine said he 
had nothing to say further than that he was 
innocent of the charges and that he expected 
to be granted a new trial. A motion fora 
new trial was entered by his couneel and 
the hearing was set for Independence day. 


MAKES FLIGHT IN BIPLANE 
OVER MOUNT WHITNEY’S TOP. 


Silas Christofferson Said to Have Set

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NEW TREATY PLAN 


Diplomatic Notes | Made Pub- 
lie Show Deadlock on 
Alien Land Issue.“

MAY APPEAL TO HAGUE. 


California Law Deelared to Be 
Insult to Subjects of 
Island Empire. 


Washington, D. C., June 25.—Diplomatic 
correspondence between the United States 
and Japan over the California anti-alien land 
law extending over a period of more than a 
year was given out today simultaneously in 
Washington and Tokio by agreement of the 
two governments. 

It is disclosed that a new treaty was dis- 
cussed as one way of meeting Japan’s pro- 
test against what its diplomatic correspond- 
ence characterized as essentially unfair 
and ‘tmvidiously discriminatory,” incon- 


sistent with the sentiment of good neighbor- | 


hood,“ ‘‘inconsistent with the treaty in 
force,” abridgement of vested rights,“ and 
„ mortifying to the government and the peo- 
ple of Japan.“ 

As late as June 10, two weeks ago, the 
Japanese ambassador, Viscount Chinda, left 
with Secretary Bryan instructions from 
the Tokio foreign office that the projected 
treaty would tend to create new difficulties. 


Refer to Previous Correspondence. 

The Japanese government., therefore, the 
note said, was “ disinclined to continue the 
negotiations looking to the conclusion of a 
convention on the lines of the project which 
has been under discussion, but they prefer 
to recur to the correspondences which were 
interrupted, and they will now look for an 
answer to the note handed Mr. Bryan on the 
26th of August last, hoping that in a renewal 
of the study of the case a fundamental solu- 
tion of the question at issue may be found.“ 

The Japanese note of Aug. 26 last, which 
Mr. Bryan was now asked to answer, con- 
cluded as follows: 

‘The imperial government claims for them 
fits subjects] fair and equal treatment and 
is unable either to acquiesce in the unjust 
and obnoxious discrimination complained of 
or to régard the question as closed so long 
as the existing state of things is permitted 
to continue.“ 


Latest Note Kept Secret. 

Two days ago Secretary Bryan replied to 
that communication, but publication of his 
note was withheld today because it could not 
be included in the correspondence made pub- 
lic at Tokio. It will be published on a date 
to be agreed upon later. It is understood 
that Secretary Bryan replied directly to the 
Japanese government's desire to take up the 
negotiations anew where they were sus- 
pended and re-affirmed the position of the 
United States, leaving the subject open for 
further diplomatic exchanges. 

Thus the controversy stands, apparently at 
a deadlock. There are intimations in diplo- 
matic circles that it is being worked around 
to a stage for arbitration at The Hague. A 
standard arbitration treaty with Japan now 
is in force, having only recently been re- 
newed. The proposed treaty, which was 
halted by Japan’s latest attitude, it is under- 
stood, proposed to touch upon the naturaliza- 
tion of those Japanese already owning lands.

Subsequently he Blossomed out 
as a full fledged promoter of a $10,000,000 
Mexican packing company, with large con- 
cessions from the Mexican government. The 
Lorimer bank loaned him $15,000 in the au- 
tumn of 1911. In 1912 the company went into 
the hands of receivers. 

Subsequently De Kay organized a number 
of fake securities companies and obtained 
possession of the American National bank of 
Providence, R. I. He wrecked that bank by 
taking out of it $700,000 in cagh and giving 
notes and worthless stock as collateral. That 
bank went into the hands of receivers. 


Financing for Huerta. 

The two De Kay brothers were arrested 
in New tot last November and indicted on 
charges of yiolating the national banking 
laws. John W. De Kay was released on 
$25,000 bonds. He fled to Burope, where he 
became an agent for Huerta, the Mexican 
dictator; in supplying him with arms and 
ammunition for use by the Federals in the 
war on the Constitutionalists. The offense 
with which he is charged is not extraditable. 

Government agents who have been on his 
trail digcovered that De Kay purchased the 
shipment ot arms and ammunition on the 
German steamer Ypiranga which was held 
up for a time by Admiral Badger. 

The books indicate that the La Salle Street 
bank, while it was a national institution, 
carried loans totaling more than $750,000, 
practically without security or secured 
by worthless paper. Grand jury investiga- 
tion is now a certainty within a few days, ac- 
cording to federal officials. 


: Fresh Charges Made. 

Stockholders of the Illinois State bank, 
which wag one of the smaller institutions 
closed by State Bank Examiner Harkin, 
charged yesterday at a meeting at the 
Revere house that the Lorimer-Munday 
combination is attempting to make money 
gut of the trouble of the Illinois State, 

On the books of the Illinois State bank 
William Lorimer Jr. is credited with owning 
980 shares of stock. Thirty more are cred- 


ited to L. L. Bacchus, who resigned from the 


tate banking department to become a di- 
rector of the La Salle bank. That gives 
1,010 of the 2,000 shares of the bank to the 
Lorimer-Munday interests. These shares 
have been hypathecated, and the holders in- 
sist upen having $10,000 before surrendering 
them. It was not disclosed who has a lien 
upon thig stock, but the impression pre- 
vailed thet William Lorimer Sr. and C. B. 
Munday are the owners. 


Offer to Buy Bank,. 

If this stock can be obtained an unnamed 
man will put up $250,000 for the Illinois State 
bank, ording to representations made the 
stockh This offer is upon the basis 
that the present stockholders will not be 
assessed and will be given a share of their 
investment if the present securities end as- 
gets of the bank are more than its Habilities. 

The furni and fixtures of the La Salle 
Street bank Were listed by the bank officials 
in their last report as worth $17,000. The Chi- 
cago Ornamental Iron company yesterday 
filed a claim for §3,717 for installing bronze 
and iron work in the bank's new quarters, 
which were opened May 1 last.

Mrs. Apdrukatiene’s 18 year old son, Harry, 
game home at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
4 few minutes later Ponishkae came in and 
asked Mra. Andrukatiene if he could help 
her, She gave him somé goods to work on, 
and the two sat sewing together. Later the 
tajlor gent Harry out to buy an afternoon 
paper, saying he wanted to look in the ad- 
vertisements for work. 

Pistol Shot Startles Neighbors. 

A few minutes after he had gone, Mrs. R. 
W. Baird and Mrs. H. Taff, who were sitting 
en the back porch of a building at 925 West 
Van Buren street, heard a pistol shot and 
gaw Mrs. Andrukatiene put her head out of 
a window and scream. Then she fell back 
into the room. 

Almost at the same time Morris Weiss, 


the Andrukatiene home, saw Ponishkas, re- 
yolver in hand, poise himself on the third 
floor window sill and then leap into the alley. 
He was killed inatantly. 

Mrs, Baird and Mrs. Taff ran into the flat 
and found the seamstress unconscious on 
the floor. A bullet wound was below her 
heart. A crowd had collected about the body 
in the alley when Harry returned. His 
mother was carried to the Jefferson Park 
hospital and died shortly after arriving 
there without regaining consciousness. 


Spurned Love Caused Death.

Suggests: Ways to Improve In- 
ternal Waterways With- 
out Abuses.

Washington, D. C., June 25.—[Special.j— 
The fight on the river and harbor pork 
Darrel appropriation bill was started in ear- 
mest today when Senator Burton of Ohio 
filed a minority report in the senate vigorous- 
ly denouncing the measure and condemning 
the methods of appropriation. 

As one of the leading examples of folly in 
the matter of river and harbor appropria- 
tion, Senator Burton cites the Illinois and 
Michigan canal, where last year twice as 
much freight was carried to keep the canal 
in repair as was carried for commercial pur- 
poges, 


Senator Burton’s Plan. 
Among the suggestions for an improved 
method of development of internal water- 
ways which Senator Burton makes are 
there: 

1. Provision for the completion of am 
improvement bill in which it is adopted. 

2. A careful review of pending projects 
in the light of present conditions and the 

. Omission of all improvements which are 
no longer profitable. 

3. A more careful consideration before 
the adoption of projects. There should 
be especial care to avoid lock and dam 

‘| Construction save in streams which are 
capable of being made important arteries 
of commerce, 


Would Divide Up Cost. 
4 A division of expense when excep- 
tional advantages accrue to private prop- 
erty or specific localities, or when the 
protection of pmvate property is the 
main object and navigation subordinate. —

posed improvements which do not have 
to do with navigation. 
6. A general policy of improving the 
main stream before attention is given to 
branch streams, and the adjustment of

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CHARGES LOOT ON NICARAGUA V 


Senator Smith Asserts ee 
Commission Was Ignored. 


OPPOSED TO NEW TREATY. 


Questions Envoy Who Appears on Be- 
half of Latin-Amerieans. 


BT ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. - 

Washington, D. C., June 25.—[Special.J— 
Charges that the pending Nicaraguan treaty 
ie being promoted by a faction of Nicara- 
guans who have looted the treasury of thelr 
country caused an exciting session of the 
senate foreign relations committee today. 

Senator William Alden Smith of Michigan 
asserted that President Diaz of Nicaragua, 
Sefior Gen. Don Emiliano Chamorro, Nica- 
raguan minister to the United States, the 
latter's relatives, and other members of the 
faction had obtained $10,000,000 out of an 
issue of $12,000.000 by the new government, 
The money was paid out in satisfaction of 
alleged revolutionary claims in violation, 
according to the state department, of an 
agreement with the United States 

Senator Smith contended that ratification 
of the pending treaty would stabilize the 
Nicaraguan government which has done 
these things, validate the payments, and aiso 
assure the New York bankers of coliection 
of debts which, he says, are fraudulent. 
He charged that the New York bankers 
were cognizant of the emptying of the Nica- 
raguan treasury by the dominant faction. 


Cuadra Questioned by Smith. 

The committeee met to listen to a further 
argument in behalf of the treaty by Minister 
of Finance Cuadra. Senator Smith seized 
the opportunity to cross examine the Nica- 
raguan agent. He based the questions on the 
copy of a report made to Secretary of State 
Knox in the closing days of the Taft admin- 
istration by F. M. Gunther, acting United 
States minister to Nicaragua. 

According to this report there was $11,000,- 
000 in the Nicaraguan treasury when the last 
revolution ended with the assumption of the 
presidency by Diaz. The new government 
immediately issued currency to the amount 
of $12,000,000 and proceeded to take up the 
old currency, 

President Diaz, according to this report, 
received $3,700,000 of the new issue, Minister 
Chamorro, $1,750,000, and relatives of Cha- 
morro $1,250,000. The report contains a list 
of more than a dozen members of the Cha- 
morro family who were paid large sums. 


Refused Aid of Commission, 

At the time the new government was estab- 
lished it made an agreement with the United 
States that all revolutionary claims should 

be passed upon by a joint commission of 
Americans and Nicaraguans, and that no in- 
dividual claims exceeding $10,000 should be 
paid. The commission was duly appointed, 
but Acting Minister Gunther reported that 


this commission was not allowed to pass

Benefits of Currency Reform, 

“Then came the currency reform. You

If the Sicilians persist in their unwilling- 
ness to respect American institutions and 
to uphold the law of the land, the American 
people in self-defense may be compelled to 
enact drastic immigration measures— 
measures that may hit honest and worthy 
aliens along with the worthless ones and 
criminals. —_ : 

WHY THESE IMMUNITIES ? 
Among other provisions of the Clayton 
omnibus bill which should not be adopted 
without the fullest consideration and de- 
bate is the following: 


That nothing contained in the anti- 
trust laws shall be construed to for- 
bid the existence and operation of 
fraternal, labor, consumers’, agricul- 
tural, or horticultural Organizations, 
orders, or associations, instituted for 
purposes of mutual help, and not 
having capital stock or conducted for 
profit, or to forbid or restrain indi- 
vidual members of such organizations, 
orders, or associations ffom carrying 
out the legitimate objects thereof; 
nor shall such organizations, orders, 
or associations, or members thereof, 
be held or construed to de illegal com- 
binations or conspiracies in restraint 
of trade under the anti-trust law. 


This is a yery frank piece of class dis- 
crimination which should not be adopted 
without a thorough understanding of what 
guch discrimination means, the reasons, 
if any, back of granting special immuni- 
ties to the classes enumerated, and the 
tendency encouraged by such legislation. 
The test proposed is not that these or- 
ganizations shall not restrain trade. It is 
a straight class test, and they are there- 
upon left free, in fact, to do all the things 
forbidden to other classes by the antl- 
trust laws. Why? 

Why should retail merchants be subject 
to the restraints of the anti-trust laws, 
and not those with whom they deal? Is 
it the purpose of this immunity to elim- 
inate the middleman? If so, the step 
should be understood before it is taken. 
He should not be penalized simply because 
organized farmers or laborers have more 
votes. 

The anti-trust laws are supposed to 
bring about reasonable prices of commodi- 
ties by restoring competition. What, then, 
is the object of releasing from their effect 
producers of food staples? If restraints 
of trade and monopolies are burdensome in 
the case of other merchandise, why is It 
public policy to permit producers of the 
most secessary of all merchandise—food 
—to combine and “operate” without 
check? 

When American lawmaking begins to 
discriminate flatly and to permit one man 
to do acts which another is forbidden to 
do, we have embarked on dangerous 
waters. Certainly if there is either justice 
or public policy in the immunities and dis- 
criminations of the Clayton bill it should 
be shown clearly before they are accepted. 


Half a dozen I. W. W. agitators who 
sought to hdld an open air meeting in Tar 
rytown, the home of the Rockefellers, 
were mobbed. The scalps of some of the 
speakers were laid open. Others had their 
eyes blackened. The blackest eye of all, 
however, was received by Tarrytown 
itself, and it was given that town by its 
misguided citizens. 

Free speech is one of the fundamentals 
of democracy. Even a fanatic like Alex- 
ander Berkman should not be prevented 
from saying what he wants to say. The 
law is there to take care of all incendiary 
utterances he might make. For any town 
to stifle free speech with mob attacks upon 
the speakers is no credit. The only miti- 
gating circumstance about the Tarrytown 
assault probably is the fact that the en- 
tire community of Rockefeller’s home 
town has been‘ in a silly, hysterical frame 
of mind for weeks. 

The practical results from the assault 
upon the I. W. W. speakers are sure to 
be the reverse ot what the Tarrytown citi- 
zens bad hoped. Had Alexander Berkman 
and his aids been allowed to speak, their 
influence most likely would have ended 
with their speeches. By denying them 
free speech and mobbing them the citi- 
zens of Tarrytown have made martyrs” 
of them in the eyes of many. It is just 
such assaults that give life to the I. W. 
W. movement. Berkman and his follow- 
ers would be soon forgotten if stupid po- 
lice and overenthusiastic citizens would 
cease to keep them in the limelight by at- 
tacking them.

His eldest son, Giovanni, was the husband 
of Francesca da Rimini. The story of how 
she fell in love with his younger brother, 
Count Paolo Malatesta, and how the couple 
were slain with a sworc by the betrayed 
Giovanni has been tmmortalized by Dante 
in his Divina Commedia and related by 
the poets of every land.

Schultz took the witness stand in his own 
defense.

In response to one 
question put to him by Prosecutor McKay 
he said that he did not believe he was Insane 
when he was committed to the Kankakee 
Insane asylum Dec. 15, 1912.

Develop. Pertect Race? 
Who Will Move the Ashes? 


HE activities of eugenic scientists were 
the subject of attack by Associate Prof. 
William Lawrence Tower of the Biological 
department of the University of Chicago 
in a lecture yesterday in Kent theater. 

r. Tower's topic was “ Heredity and Eugenics.” 

o described the program of eugenics’ advocates 
as an impossible plan for #haping human evolu- 
tion, condemning it as not being féasible He 
upheld the passage of laws to prohibit the mar- 
riage of insane, diseased, and the mental and 
moral unfit as the only practical and reasonable 
side to eugenics.

Who can tell in what way we want human 
evolution to progress?” was the question of 
Prof. Tower. If you mate men and women so 
as to produce a race of Sir Isaac Newtons and 
Charles Darwins, who can you get to-move the 
ashes?” 

The necessity of having a diversity of people 
for various trades and professions was con- 
strued by the professor as an answer to the 
scientists who want to experiment for a model 
race. 

Prof. Tower took a fing at some of the state- 
ments of eugenic scientists. He declared that 
there was no proof for saying that insanity is 
transmitted by heredity. Cases of insanity hand- 
ed down by parents to children by the trans- 
mission of a contagious disease, the professor 
claimed, were exceptions to the rule.

Same of the rules of heredity were given by 
Dr. Tower. He said that light haired parents 
could never have any but tow headed children, 
and that parents with glossy black hair would 
always have one red headed boy or girl out of 
four. With the father and mother of fair skin, 
the professor declared that $1 children out of 
100 would be pronounced blondes, one of 55 
would be brunettes, and one of 15 of an inter- 
mediate type. Tall parents will always have 
children above the average height, according to 
the university scientist, and the children of 
short parents will always be all in size. He 
declared that with one of tha harente tall and 
the other short, the children would be tall, or of 
medium size, but never short.

Not only have you a repu- 
tation already established when you begin to 
be a home worker but you have a patronage 
which is larger than you could have even if 
you did start a small shop.

LEADS BY NARROW MARGIN. 


Improvement Shown in Tri-City Boat, 
Which Is Well Handled. 


Glen Cove, N. T., June 25.—Resolute had 
to fight for its yachting honors today, for 
its cup class rivals, Defiance and Vanitie, 
gave it a merry tusale over the greater part

Banks Blame Over Extension, 


Bankers, however, ascribe other reasons 
for the collapse of the Claflin company. They 
said there was no doubt that the shifting of 
the dry goods jobbing center had something 
to do with the cause. That was indicated 
by decreasing surplus earnings of the H. B. 
Clanin company in the last ten years. The

The overextension of the H. B. Claflin com- 
pany is given as the main reason.

The 
Claflin company, in selling goods to various 
retail stores, has given them three months 
to six months or more credit; that is, they 
took their notes and discounted them. 

Recently, however, the banks in the u- 
terior have not been buying these notes, and 
have refused to renew old ones. The dispo- 
sition of the country banks has been to have 
as much liquid assets as possible. One rea- 
son for this is the tendency of banks to con- 
serve their resources and also to be ready 
for the adoption of the new banking and cur- 
rency system. In the meantime, the sales of 
the retail stores have been cut down mate- 
rialiy. The Claflin company sought to dis- 
count more notes of retail stores, but with- 
out avail. 


Banks Refuse Further Loans,

“I think that some of the banks here hold 
a little of the Claflin paper, but only a little.“ 
said John V. Farwell. “‘ The dry goods con- 
cerna do not hold any of it. I do not know 
what banks hold their paper or how much, 
but I understand it Is such a small amount 
as to be almost negligibie.” 


“No Effect,” Says Forgan. 

James B. Forgan, president of the First 
National bank, said his bank did not hold 
any of the Claflin paper. 

“None of the Chicago banks will be af- 
fected in the least,” he said.

“* Some of the paper may have been offered 
‘through note dealers, but only a very small 
amount,” said Ralph C. Van Vechten of the 
Continental and Commercial Na tional bank. 

The company had no account here. Some 
of the banks may have handled Claflin paper 
in small amounts, say from $20,000 to $50,000 
but I do not know if this was the case. 

The great bulk of the paper was purchased 
by eastern banks, according to Charles W. 
Folds, resident manager of the commercial 
paper firm of Hathaway, Smith & Folds, 
which has handied Claflin paper here. 

“TI don't know how much of the paper is 
held here, but I know there ts little in the 
west,” he said. “I can say with confidence 
that there is no cause for the slightest ap- 
prehension on the part of any of the Chicago 
banks. The paper has been of so stable a 
character, however, that there never has 
been any t.

Taken I Capure of Zeca- 
tecas, Weep for Joy. 


WILD SOMES BEFOEE Fall 


Zacatecas, Mexico, via Torreon, June 25.— | 


(Special,]—One hundred and eighteen Mexi- 
can Federal army officers of various grades 
were marched out of their prison enclosure 
today under a heavy guard of Constitution- 
alist troops, taken to the plalns east of the 
elty for the customary executions, and then 
were astounded to hear from the lips of Gen. 
Pancho Villa that their lives were spared. 

The old Aztec law of Mexico was over- 
turned, An invariable custom was cast 
aside. Gen. Villa sought to prove to the 
world in an effective, though dramatic, way 
that he is becoming ctvilized. 

The effect on the rigid line of Federal offi- 
cers was instantaneous. Some wept with 
relvef. Some buried their faces in their 
hands. Some gazed in an apparent daze at 
the firing squad standing with rifles at rest. 
Even the rebel soldiers were unprepared for 
Villa's act. | 

The officers were told that the only excep- 
tions would be in the cases of such officers 
as subsequently were proved to have Been 
guilty of murder or of unusual and extreme 
cruelty to Constitutionalist prisoners or 
noncombatants. 


Natives on Starvation Rations. 

Villa's army is quartered in the city, fill- 
ing the cuartels, the plazas, and many of 
The streets. The city is nearly destitute be- 
cause of the long s:ege. People whom the 
nearly exhausted rebel soldiers asked for 
food were themselves on starvation rations. 

Wagon loads of supplies are en route from 
Fresnillo. Villa announced his intention to 
feed the hungry populace as well as his own 
soldiers and assured them that trainloads 
of food and clothes, ordered from Torreon 
and the American boarder, soon would be 
available. 

Previous to the capture of the city by VII- 
la's army stores here were plundered, houses 
looted, build.ngs dynamited and burned, and 
res.dents subjected to many forms of in- 
sult and humiliation when they objected. 

It was asserted by leaders here that the 
last act of Gen. Barron was to blow up the 
building in which Attorney Majalianes Lved. 
He, his wife and eight children, perished. 


Federals to Fight for Villa, 

Of the several thousand Federai soldiers 
who were surrounded in the final assault on 
Zacatecas and who threw down their arms 
and surrendered, the majority have volun- 
teered to fight for Villa against the govern- 
ment. 

Four thousand rebels and Federals killed 
is a conservative estimate of the loss of lives 
attending the four days of battle. The siain 
strew the ground for miles in the city and on 
the mountain sides. 

Gen. Villa drove from Zacatecas a force 
which greatly exceeded his own, according 
to official estimates. Between 13,000 and 
14,000 Federals defended the city, while the 
Constitutionalists, numbering about 15,000, 
couid employ little more than one-half their 
number in the attacks, 


Positions Defended Stubbornly. 

The Federals under Gen. barron daeiended 
their positions stubborniy. The Constitu- 
tionalist soldiers scaled hill after hill and 
mounta.n after mountain, kill:ng and wound- 
ing thousands of Federals and sustaining 
heavy losses themselves. 

Gen. Villa was in the van of the attacking 
party. The Constitutionalists in many cases 
had to advance on hands and knees, as those 
below on the steep inclines passed the rifles 
from hand to hand. These feats were ac- 
complished under heavy machine gun fire. 

Nothing seemed to lessen the determinat' on 
of Villa's troops, though the Federals had 
thrown up trenches and redoubts on all sides, 
Hillsides afforded no cover for the attacking 
troops, 

The cordon of defense gradually narrowed 
until the last hills on the outskirts of the city 
fell into the hands of Villa's men. 

The street fighting in Zacatecas was the 
most severe of the revolution. The Federals 
fought from street to street and from house- 
top to housetop, Many of the Federals threw 
away their uniform and began sniping the 
invaders. Those who pleaded guilty of this 
offense were shot after being captured. 


Blow Up the Customs House. 

The Federals, already on the retreat, blew 
up a mine in the customs house without 
warning their women and children of their 
intentions. Many Constitutionalists who had 
entered the building also were buried in the 
wreck of the three story structure. By sun- 
down Tuesday the Federals had been routed 
completely 

Five thousand prisoners were captured by 
Gen. illa’s troops. Twelve cannon, nine 
military trains, 6,000 rifles, and three car- 
loads of canmon and rifle ammunition fell 
into their hands.

NEW GOVERNMENT 
FOR MEXICO SOON? 


Predicted Problem Will Be 
Solved Quickly with 
Protocol Signed. 


REBEL DELEGATES DUE. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., June 26.—[Special.J— 
The mediation conference for the settlement 
of the difficulties which have arisen between 
the United States and Mexico is at an end. 
The South American diplomats who under- 
took two months ago to bring together rep- 
rerentatives from both countries in order 
to avert an international war concluded 
their negotiations with the signing of the 
protocol published today. 

This, in the eyes of close observers of the 
situation, was a master stroke on the part 
of the A.-B.-C. mediators, and it Is generally 
conceded that they have been completely 
successful in their share of the work.
